been two other armed robberies 
in the township in 1956. The meth­ 
od of operation

the police files. They learned that 
Crenshaw had been arrested for 
the 1956 holdup. 


Crenshaw', who had been pick­ 
ed up in Baltimore, had 
been 
turned over to Trenton police in 
1956. 
He was sentenced to jail for a 
Trenton robbery but then releas­ 
ed in 1957 to the Pennsylvania 
Parole Board, toe records show­ 
ed. 
The officers showed Crenshaw’s 
picture to N. Albert Bacharach, 


manager of the Bristol Terrace 
rental office, who had been held 
up by the robbers. 
Bacharach 
said 
the 
picture 
looked like one of the robbers. 
Shaw and Michener then went to 
Crenshaw s house .o pick him up 
for questioning. As the police ap­ 
proached 
the 
house 
Crenshaw 
drove away in his car. The offi­ 
cers caught up to him in Morris­ 


ville just as he was approaching 
the bridge to Trenton. 
They took him to headquarters.

questioning

admitted 
the holdup. Police searched his 
home and found a 18 caliber pis­ 
tol with three bible's in it. 
Crenshaw said he lid not know 
the name of the -.econd robber. 
He explained that he had just met 
him and that he was from New 
York.
